Tho proceed!! realized from ad- 
mission fees will be, as before, devoted to 
tbe preservation fund. The price of ad- 
mission has been placed permanently at 
twenty-five cents, and tho exhibition will ba 
open every week-day from ill A. M. to 4 
P. SL, except on Tuesdays and Fridays, when 
it will remain open until f P. M. 


A. large proportion of the objects of in- 


terest on exhibition before tho holidays still 
remain, these including the Warren relics, 
nud mosL of the portraits aud other paint- 
ings. Tho most prominent of tbe new ar- 
ticles, thus far, is the celebrated ".lohii 
Hancock dish," which has an Interest both 
from ils intrinsic value as a specimen of the 
cernmic. nrt and from its somewhat check- 
ered history. Tt was formerly owned by nn 
old aristocratic French family, who during 
tho French revolution attempted nu escape 
from Franco and tho horrors of tho ICeigu 
of Terror. They chartered a vessel lying in 
a French port, to lake the family aud thsir 
effects to America. This vessel,by the way, 
was owned by Governor Hancock, Captain 
Swan, master.

The French directory bad ordered a eon- 
[iscation of all goods belonging to Ibo emi- 
grants.

Among 
tho other Into arrivals i.s>» curious toilet 
citse formerly belonging to, and used by, 
Governor Hancock. It couttmiH, nmoug 
other conveniences, a mirror find an apart- 
ment for tho reception of hair powder, hiich 
an indispensable article for tbo bewigged 
toilets of tho period, and some of tho pow- 
der still remains. Hancock's private port- 
able writing-desk is still to bo seen. A 
valuable piece of historical Hteratmv is 
contributed by ,'[. F. llimnowell, being 
a file of the Chronicle aiidGtizettt! published 
at Ktougbton hall, Ilnrvard College, during 
the fiiege of Boston, and containing an ac- 
count of tho battle of Hunker Hill. There 
is also a copy of tho Hartford 
Cmirant 


published in 17-H. 


A number of very iutere.iLing relics, por- 


tftinitig mainly to Connecticut rovolutionary 
history, aro contributed by Mrs. Horace. 
Goodwin. These include the. very torch, 
made of bark, used by General Putnam in 
his famous wolf's den adventure ; also a 
beautifully carved brooch nmdo from the 
wood of tho charter oak at Hertford, and an 
acorn bo mo by tho sains historic tree. She 
has also loaued a gun, over 150 years old, 
used by the grandfather of Major lloracs 
Goodwin of Hartford to defend himself 
from tho Indians while going to church. A 
remnant, of the original flng hung from tho 
Liberty tree may bo seen side by side- with an 
extract from tho diary of John JeiYrief^M.D., 
of Charleston,S. C., of April L'. 17HO,record- 
"ng tho display for tbe first time of the pres- 
ent form of the American, flag. 
Quo of the 


newly contributed relics is an old pitcher 
marked with tho name of Ebeno/er Breed, 
nnd embellished w.ith scones of tho/leparturo 
and landing of tho Pilgrims.

Among tho changes which, it is said, are 


proposed in the new city charier is ono 
which provides for the election of tho school 
committco liy tho city council instead of by 
the people, as at present. 
We tr;.st no such 


change, as this will bo inado without a caro- 


ful consideration, of the movits of tho case. 
I'or ourselves wo can, as yet, see no good 
reasons why it should be nmdo at all. 


Our public schools aro among tho most 


important interests which wo havo in charge. 
Their management involves tho yearly 
penditure of nearly $r;o,000 of public money 
and has to do with the most sacred respon- 
sibilities of human life. 
Tho men selected 


to oversee aud carry on this work of educa 
tion should bo selected with the utmost caro. 
They should occupy u higher and moro in- 
dependent position than that of a more 
committee of tho city council, tho members 
of which are usually selected with special 
reference to other duties, and such as ore 
of »n entirely diflirent nature. 
As a rule 


tho city council is not composed of men 
who aro especially fitted for the manage- 
ment of schools. They are not selected for 
that kind of work, and aro not adapted to 
it. 


The work done by the school committee 


is such that it cannot bo submitted to an- 
other body for revision. 
Much of it must 


be, iu tho very naturo of tho cnse, final at 
the moment of the transaction. Aud if it 
is not intended to make tho school commit- 
tee subject to the council as is tho commit- 
tee on highways for instance, there is cer- 
tainly no reason why it should emanate from 
that body. If it has independent jurisdic- 
tion, it is accountable only to the people,and 
should certainly bo elected by the people an 
is the casa in nearly all our New England 
cities.

the eiecutive officer of tho school commit- I 
too. Is there any reason -why he should bo 
selected, for that position by another body '!

bright and his reputation clean, Tho fidu- 
ciary positions he had long held he con- 
tinued to hold, with tho approbation of all 
concerned. Friends advanced him money 
with which to begin i-hes building up of a 
new fortune. This he lost, 
nnd then in 


sheer desperation, ashamed to confess his 
second misfortune, ho 
appropriated 
the 


money in his keeping belonging to others, 
risked it in speculation, lost it, andhasfied 
in disgrace. It is a sad and Vfp-raing his- 
tory. 
If tho facts are as represented, while 


tho wrong done must be condemned because 
it was a clear and palpable wrong, there 
may well be n disposition on the part of 
those who are safe from similar temptations 
not to indulge in bitterness. The lesson of 
this affnir enforces the duty to bnvare of 
entering upon relations of trust which pro- 
sent such temptations, or of getting rid of 
them in circumstances which give the temp 
tation now force. This is a hard thing to do, 
for no man likes to acknowledge even to 
himself that ho is incapable of resisting 
any opportunity of wrong-doing. Another 
has fallen, and his name is connected with 
reproach all over the land. 
But it ought to 


bo remembered at such a time that there 
are hundreds who stand firm in tho ways 01 
honesty, and refuse to bo deluded by the 
ehanco of retrieving their own fortunes by 
risking those of others intrusted to thnni.—
